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Upland dump 
to be tapped 
aS gas source

Upland’s once troublesome landfill may be a 
bargain in disguise. 

After closing the city dump in August of 1979, 
when rainfall run off and methane gas became an 
environmental threat, Upland complied with regula- 
tors’ clean up requirements at considerable cost. 

Now, the same troublesome byproduct that was 
found in soil under nearby homes and offended the 
nostrils of residents bordering the dump, is being 
tapped as a possible moneymaker. 

A private City of Commerce energy concern 
— to capture Upland’s landfill gas and use it to 
an electrical generator on the site by 1984. The 
electricity will be fed into a nearby Southern 
California Edison substation. 

The city will earn an 8 percent royalty on 
Edison’s payments to the City of Commerce firm, 
Assistant City Manager Mike Matlock said. The rate 
Edison would pay for the electricity was not 


disclosed. 
Preliminary guesses put the landfill’s gas capaci- 

ty at 300 kilowatts over a 15 year life expectancy. Its 
value will increase with every jump in energy costs, 
the cost of generating electricity ever 


Upland’ 8 landfill methane recovery scheme will 
be one of a handfull in operation throughout the 
state, according to Hal Stemmler, a League of 
California Cities spokesman. 

In Southern California alone, five other sites have 
contracted with Edison to buy their methane- 
generated electricity, ranging from 7.1 megawatts in 
Carson to 250 kilowatts from Irwindale.

“We had fairly good control” of leaking gas, 
Matlock said. ‘(We were able to catch it in time 
before we had any horror stories,” like exploding 
gas reported in Denver basements. 

Upland’s waste methane gas is bubbling up from 
500,000 tons of decomposing garbage, the collective 
waste of 20 years buried beneath the 35-acre dump 
on Campus Avenue between 14th and 15th Streets. 


It is dissipated through 39 vents on the landfill’s 
periphery, opened for two hours daily. 

Nearly dead-center amidst the large, empty 
expanse is a tiny fence housing a vacuum pump, 
installed this week.

Alternative energy sources, including wind, syn- 
thetic fuels, solar, cogeneration and bio-mass sys- 
tems such as landfill methane, presently provide 
California with about 14 percent of the state’s 36,284 
megawatts of electrical capacity, reports the state 
Energy Commission.

As sure as there’s a St. Nick, there’s a crook 
waiting to rip off shoppers and shopkeepers this 
holiday season. fi 

And with the fervor of children hoping to catch a 
glimpse of the elusive St. Nick, police will be trying 
to catch those crooks. , 

All the weapons of modern police work, as well 
as a few old-fashioned tools, are being brought to 
bear on the problem of holiday crime this year. 

One thing police didn’t expect is working in their 
favor this year: crime rates in most communities 
are down so far, according to several officers. 

Crimes — particularly shoplifting, armed rob- 
bery, forgery, and burglary — usually increase over 
the holidays, said Richard Van Der Wyk, crime 
prevention officer at the Rancho Cucamonga Sher- 
iff’s Substation. The reasons are not clear, but crime 
is contributed to by the temptation of money 
changing hands, crowds to cover shoplifting and 
gifts left in cars. 


Poor economic conditions usually add to crime 
also. “History has shown that recessions have 
always brought more theft and more aggression,” 
said Lt. Guy Ejisenbrey of the Montclair Police 
Department. “I don’t see how we can expect 
anything different at this point in time.” 

Police think the pleasant situation is er a 
result of crime prevention programs. All cities 
in the West Valley have neighborhood watch pro- 
grams which have often been credited with a large 
reduction in the residential burglary rate. 

In addition, some officers believe neighborhood 
watch helps cut commercial crime by giving people 
eo businesses or trying to get away fewer places 
to hide. 

And the equivalent of neighborhood watch is 
being tried out for businesses. Montclair and Chino 
have recently started business alert programs in 
which officers tell meetings of businessmen what to 
watch out for and how they can cut crime. 

With a specific aim at reducing holiday crime, 
Ontario and Rancho Cucamonga officers have given 
businessmen seminars containing much the same

A criminal can sometimes be recognized when he 
comes into a shop. He may look at the people in the 
shop more than the merchandise, or carry some- 
thing people don’t often bring into a shop, like a 
book or box. 

Routine security precautions — like locking 
storerooms and display cases and installing an 
alarm system — are encouraged. 

And shopkeepers and their employees are told 
what to look for to get a good description. The most 
important thing to look for, officers say, is some- 
thing that distinguishes the criminal from the vast 
majority of the population, like a scar or a manner 
of speaking or walking. 

Officers are also encouraging people not to leave 
packages visible in cars, since auto burglaries are a 
very common problem during the holidays. 

And the safest way to go shopping is with a friend 
in the morning, they say. 

But police don’t expect crime to stay down, and 
are planning special patrols and watches this 
season. 

All the local police departments and sheriff’s 
substations will be making special efforts to share 
information about criminals, Van Der Wyk said.

Class to tour N.Y. fashion world

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A holiday tradition continues at Boys 
Republic in Chino: the Della Robbia 
wreath. 

The wreath project, which began in 
~ 1924, is still a major fund source for 
© the school-farm community for trou- 
® bled boys. 

The school will make 55,000 wreaths 
i this year for shipment to 50 states and 

* numerous foreign countries. One will 
«be displayed at the White House in 
8 Washington, D.C. The last wreath will 
¢ be shipped Wednesday. 

Workers make the Christmas 
wreaths inside a warehouse at Boys 
Republic in an assembly-line setting. 

Although warehouse activities in- 

crease the Friday after Thanksgiving, 
¢ the Della Robbia is actually a year- 
« round project. Students travel through- 

out the Southland to gather lotus pods, 
jacaranda, teasel, liquid amber, flow- 
. ering eucalyptus and cedar that com- 
@ prise the crown of the wreath. 
The winesap apples come from 
8 Washington and lemons are donated by 
5 local growers. 

The wreath circles are shipped from 
‘ Occidental near the Russian River. 

As the crown materials arrive, seven 
valley women begin putting together 
the crowns. They work six hours daily 
— from mid-January. These prefabricat- 
S ed crowns are stored until November. 
¢ Amelia Hernandez, the matriarch of 
® the Della Robbia office, begins work in 
6 July. It is her task to design the wreath 
each year. 

Mrs. Hernandez came to Boys Re- 
public in 1928, four years after the 
Della Robbia sales began. 

“A lot of things have changed,”’ she 
said. ‘It used to all be done in one 
room and by hand. Now everything’s 
larger. The first year I was here they 
made 500 wreaths. I was paid 20 cents 
a crown and I only worked for about a 
week.” 

Mrs. Hernandez now works at least 
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Della Robbia wreath 
remains a tradition 


five months and is an hourly employee. 
She is regarded as the historian and 
matriarch of the wreath production by 
the staff, faculty and boys. 

Carl Bush, general supervisor of the 
wreath production, said Mrs. Hernan- 
dez designs the holiday specialty art 
piece for trustees and patrons. Using 
her picture as a model, he and several 
boys weld the frames that create 
designs of snowmen, candles, reindeer. 
Each specialty utilizes the various 
parts of the wreath crowns, he said. 

Via Ponce said her primary reason 
for returning for 54 years is, “I know 
I’m appreciated for the work I’ve 
done. I’m helping the boys. And it goes 
for a good cause. I enjoy what I’m 
doing.” 

“We have a lot of fun doing this,” 
said Jody Marker, another wreath 
supervisor. ‘“‘The boys spend about 30 
Saturdays gathering the dry materials. 
The ladies work from January through 
the wreath season on the prefabs of 
dried pods and such. We average about 
30 boys a day who drill and wire the 
pods as part of their work experience 
requirements at Boys Republic. 

“Then the day after Thanksgiving, 
we go into full production. Two cot- 
tages are assigned to work the wreath 
office for each of the three weeks. That 
way, everyone in the six cottages has a 
chance to be here,”’ Marker added. 

Oscar Morrison, Boys Republic asso- 
ciate director, said the Della Robbia 
has become synonymous with Boys 
Republic. Calvin Coolidge was elected 
president of the United States the year 
before the wreath program began, he 
said. 

A Della Robbia has been at the 
White House every year — from Cool- 
idge’s administration through Presi- 
dent Reagan’s. 

The program has gained distinction 
throughout the United Stats and 
abroad.

A docile black cai 
brightened Mary Hill’s 
day. The 97-year-old 
former librarian flashed 
a surprised smile as the 
animal settled contented- 
ly on her lap. 

Mildred Whyte scruti- 
nized a black and white 
feline and exclaimed: 
“Why, it’s a beautiful 
cat.’ re 
Mabel Brown first se- 
lected a_ white-faced 
brown puppy. named 
“Satchmo’”’ and _ later 
switched her preference 
to two tiny orange-beaked 
finches. 

The selections were 
being made, not in a pet 
shop, but in the health 
care center at Pilgrim 
Place in Claremont. 
Three cats, two dogs and 
two birds had been tran- 
ported to the center by 
officials of the Pomona 
Valley Humane Society 
which recently initiated a 
pet therapy program for 
retirement facilities. 

And the residents re- 
sponded with elation. 
‘Never have I seen so 
many smiling faces,’’ 
said Frances Strahan, ac- 
tivities director.

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Ayala seeks interim 
water supply solution | | (mz

Putting the Peripheral 
Canal on the back burner 
for now, Sen. Ruben Ay- 
ala is looking for some 
kind of interim solution to 
bringing Northern Cali- 
fornia water south. 

Ayala, D-34th District, 
held a meeting in Sacra- 
mento on Dec. 6 with a 
variety of water interests. 
He also introduced two 
bills that day on the Peri- 
pheral Canal. 

He said he still believes 
that the 43-mile canal 
around the Sacramento- 
San Joaquin Delta is the 
ultimate answer and final 
link for the State Water 
Project and emphasized 
that he does not want a 
temporary solution to be- 
come a permanent one. 

However, Ayala said he 
was encouraged to find 
that some ardent legisla- 
tive opponents of the Per- 
ipheral Canal now seem 
willing to talk and find 
common ground for a sol- 
ution to the water short- 
age foreseen in Southern 
California once Colorado 
River water is reduced 
with completion of the 
Central Arizona Central 
in 1985 or 1986. 

Delta representatives 
are particularly con- 
cerned about shoring up 
the levies there to protect 
farmlands, he noted. 
“They are willing to talk 
to us about a transfer 
facility in return for sup- 
port,” he said. 
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Proposals to widen and 
deepen the existing delta 
channels will run into op- 
position from environ- 
mentalists if the water is 
sent to Southern Califor- 
nia, Ayala predicted. 

But, he added, Southern 
California legislators will 
not support state assist- 
ance on the delta levies 
without getting water in 
return. 

Ayala said one possibili- 
ty may be to build the 
northern one-third of the 
Peripheral Canal. That 
would get the project 
started, although it would 
not eliminate pumping at 
the south end of the delta 
that creates reverse flows 
killing fish, he said. 

He said both Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown and 
Senate President Pro 
Tem David Roberti re- 
sponded favorably to his 
idea to form a two-house 
special committee to deal 
with the water issues. 
The committee would 
have an equal number of 
senators and Assembly 
members, with the chair- 
manship rotating between 
himself and the chairman 
of the Assembly Commit- 
tee on Water, Parks and 
Wildlife. 

Ayala introduced SB 10 
to specify that the Peri- 
pheral Canal be designat- 
ed as the transfer facility 
of the State Water 
Project referred to in the 
1960 Burns-Porter Act. 
His SB 15 designates the 
state Water Resources 


Control Board as the gov-

The dean said many stu- 
dents are now enrolling 
at several colleges and 
delaying their decisions 
about final selection until 
too late for the college to 
fill the spaces with stu- 
dents on the waiting list. 

‘This creates a financial 
hardship for the schools 
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since all are operating 
with very tight budgets 
Empty classes and va- 


cant dormitory rooms re- 
sult in a monetary loss 
for the schools,’’ he ex- 
plained. 

‘‘When we ask the stu- 
dent to make a $200 de- 
posit to save a place in 
the class, we consider 
this a quasi-agreement. 
Yet some students are 
making deposits at sever- 
al schools and just not 
appearing on registration 
day. 

‘A ripple effect then 
sets in. The first college 
admits a person on the 
waiting list who may 
have already registered 
at a school which was 
second choice. Then the 
second school is left with 
a vacancy. This can go 
down the line, impacting 
several colleges, he said. 
“It’s not a game, but a 
serious problem. Students 
should be able to decide 


on the school of their 
choice by Apri! or May,”’ 
he added. 

To reduce this problem 
and explain the various 
financial aid programs 


available to prospective 
students, Pomona College 
is conducting a series of 
parent and student infor- 
mation forums in South- 


ern California 
communities this month. 
Pomona College is also 
expanding its student 
grant and financial aid 
programs by earmarking 
about $20 million of its 
current $80 million fund- 
raising campaign for 
these programs. 

Seventy percent of the 
students attending Po- 
mona College receive 
help through government, 
college-based grants or 
outside financial aid. This 
aid includes ROTC, Na- 












( 


tional Merit scholarships 
and programs supported 
by service clubs and or- 
ganizations. 

About 50 percent of 
these awards are based 
on financial need and 
merit. Others are based 
solely on merit. 

Since Pomona College — 
like many others — ad- 
mits students regardless 
of need if the academic 
qualifications are met, it 
means colleges must in- 
crease their aid pro- 
grams in the face of 
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reduced government sub- 
sidies, said Zuker. 

‘“‘The federal govern- 
ment sees student aid as 
a way to save dollars,” 
he added. “But cutting 
back on education at the 
same time that the gov- 
ernment is supporting 
more sophisticated weap- 
ons could be catastrophic. 
We won’t have anyone 
educated to operate those 
weapons. The Russians 
are not reducing their 
support of education.”’ 
Zuker said colleges are 
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also trying to provide 
partial financial aid to 
students — called gap- 
ping. 

“We realize the stu- 
dent’s financial need. But 
we can only provide part 
of the aid, which leaves a 
gap between what he 
needs and what we can 
offer,”’ he explained. 
“However, we are also 
working closely with fam- 
ilies to show them alter- 
natives they can use to 
underwrite college expen- 
ses.”’ 
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‘Colleges seek earlier student aid information 


“Sometimes we have to 
assure families that the 
information they give us 
is confidential. Just be- 
cause a family has an 
income of $50,000 doesn’t 
mean it can write a check 
for $5,000 or more for 
tuition and lodging,” he 
said. 

In spite of inflation and 
reduced government 
funding for college stu- 
dents, Pomona College 
reports that applications 
are about the same in 
past years.
